REMARKS 

Claims 9, 1 1-15, and 47-57 are pending in the application. Claims 1-8, 10, and 16-46 
have been cancelled without prejudice. Applicants reserve the right to pursue claims to the 
cancelled subject matter in continuation applications. Claim 9 has been amended in response to 
the Examiner's suggestion. 

The Examiner rejected claims 9, 1 1-18, and 47-57 under 35 USC 1 12. Claim 9 has been 
amended to recite the structure of a fumonisin analog as in original claim 39. Claim 9 has been 
further amended to clearly indicate to whom the fumonisin analog is being administered ("the 
subject") and to indicate that the subject is "suffering from" the stated disorder, namely a 
neoplastic condition or toxicity associated with an alteration in sphingolipid metabolism, as 
requested by the Examiner. Dependent claims 16-18, which are drawn to fumonisin Bl, B2, and 
AAL toxin, are cancelled. The cancellation of these claims is solely to promote prosecution of 
the pending application and should not be taken as an admission that these compounds are not 
intended to fall under the term "fumonisin analog". For example, Applicants point to page 9, 
line 27 to page 10, line 25 of the specification, in which the term "fumonisin analog" is defined 
to include "any compound that has structural similarity to fumonisin Bl, B2, B3, or B4" (page 9, 
lines 29-30) and indicates that AAL toxins are "explicitly included" in the definition (page 10, 
lines 20-21). 

The foregoing is submitted as a full and complete response to the Official Action mailed 
July 29, 2003. It is believed that this response places the application in condition for allowance.
